Tru Returns of the Census of the popula- 
tion of this Colony, taken in December last, 
are published. in Saturday's Guatte, The 
Acting’ Registrar-General | say ‘The 
whole population in 1872, numbered 121,985, 
it is. now '189,144, showing an inoreage in 
four years. of 17,159,. The tmojor part. of 
thia'increass. is in the Chinese population 
in. Victorin, Kowloon, and the. villages. 
The Kuropean and American Oommunity 
is larger by. 247; but this is almost solely 
attributable: to the number of Portuguese 
who have mado Hongkong their residenoo. 
since ‘the’ partial destruction of.'Macao. by 
typhoon and fire.in 1874, Nearly’ every 
other nationality shows # decrease, especial. 
ly amongat male adults, There are now 86 
British, t2 German, 12. American and 10 
Danish male adult. residents less than in 
1872,. The fixed European and American 
residents include 699 British of whom 942 
are mon; 1718 Portuguese of whom 418 are 
men ; 164: Germans of whom’ 112. are men; 
81 Americans, of whom 47 are men; 45 
French of whom 88 are men ; 28 Italians of 
whom 7 are men; 12 Spanish of whom’ 8 
are mon; 8 Danish of whom 7 are mon; 5 
Swiss of: whom 4 are men; 6 Dutch ‘of. 

Swedish all of 
whom aro men, All the villages, with the 
exception of Stanley, have more or loss 
added to their inhabitants. The typhoon 
in 1874 destroyed a large number of houses 
in tho village of Stanley, and many of these 
have not been since re-built, ertain 
projected improvements will, however, it is 
to be trusted, restore the place to its former 
thriving state.

the fact of their givinga distinctive religious 
teaching in their schools being any obstacle 
to.the wishes of the Chineso to enter them, 
they were obliged every year to tarn away 
from the schools a inne number of ohildron 
for whom thoy could not ponsibly find 
room, ‘Tho ohildren were’ sent to the 
school on the distinct undorstaniing that 
they would be taught Christianity every 
day, and notwithatanding that they had to 
turn away twice as many obildren os were 
admitted, : 

His ‘Exoollency said that waa a very 
gratifying fact to know, No one could 
suppose from anything that he had dono 
that he was hostile to Ohristianity in any 
way; he’ only objected to tho: children 
being taught that of which parents of the 
‘ehildren did not approve: Ho had no 
doubt that in time horeafter their achoole 
would draw away large numbers from the 
public sohool; at least there will not be no 
much pressure on it, for I think the Chinese 
are begia! +o attach so much {mportance 
to a good English Hducation that you 
will find your-sehools always full oven if 
you have twice: the room you. have; 
and I do not think that any of the Ohineso 
think ‘tho less of people for being Obris- 
tlan; and a great many of them no doubt, 
if Obristlanity were properly brought hefore 
thém, probably would think better of it 
than Confucianism still, I think it is 
wrong to force anything of this kind upon 
thom—to donationalize them, as it were, 

Mr Hutchinson said, Certainly, 

His Excellency!—They must be shown by 
example and precept what Christianity is, 
However, what Mr Hutchinson has stated 
is a very gratifying fact to know, and I am 
glad to hear it. 1 consider the Chinese ore 
capable of judging rightly as woll as any 
other people. They ave inetived, [ think, 
to judge of our achools on the same. prin- 
ciple ag they are aided, viz., by rosults, 
If they sre treated illiberally or unkindly, 
I think they are fully sensible of it, and 1 
know vory,well they will appreciate kindnoss 
—that { have no doubt whatever—they are 
fond of money and gain, but that is not 
peculiar to the Chinese. .

LOSS OF THE 8, 8. SINGAPORE. 

The &. 8. Brisbans brings farther parti- 
oulars of the loss of the 8. 8. Singapore, The 
Singapore arrived safely at Cooktown from 
this port on the 29th January, and, after 
landing passengers and mails, proceeded 
on her voyage on the 31st, Captain Peake 
relicved the. Chief Officer at 4 o'clock on 
Friday morning, the 2ad February, and 
ten minutes later altered her course; but 
att past 4 she struck heavily on ‘an un- 
known rvok half-mmile to the west of L, 
Island No, 1. The water made rapidly, 
and the vessel swinging round listed heavily, 
and {it became ovident there was little or 
no hopes of gotting her. off,. Steam was 
blown off, boats lowered, and passengers 
and mails landed. Oaptain Peake was on 
deck when she struck and had altered the 
course as.an act of caution, During the 
panio which evsued all on board, pas- 
sengers ag, well as crew, behaved re- 
markably well.” The Mall bags reached 
Mackey completely saturated, some of the 
letters, more especially the Chinose onos, 
being in a state of pulp, Later news stated 
that the vessel wos a total wreck aud had 
boon abandoned. The 8,9. Corea was, nig- 
nalied ahortly after the accident cocurted, 
and darried the news to Cooktown, where 
the Brisbane was telegraphed for to render 
assistance.
